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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 85-184 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/FR03/02848, filed 9/26/2003. 
Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. § 
119(a)-(d), by French patent applications 02/11949, 02/16437, and 03/06121 filed on 
9/26/02, 12/20/02, and 5/21/03, resepctively. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Lack of Unity Requirement 

Claims 85-183 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined by PCT 
Rule 13), and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT 
Rule 13.2. 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the international application shall relate to one invention 
only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept (requirement of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more 
of the same or corresponding special technical features. 

Annex B, Part 1 (b), provides that "special technical features" mean those 
technical features, which, as a whole, define a contribution over the prior art. 
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Annex B, Part 1 (e), provides combinations of different categories of claims and 

states: 

"The method for determining unity of invention under Rule 13 shall be construed 
as permitting, in particular, the inclusion of any one of the following combinations of 
claims of different categories in the same international application: 

(i) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, an independent claims 
for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
independent claim for use of the said product, or 

(ii) in addition to an independent claim for a given process, an independent claim 
for an apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process, 
or 

(iii) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, and independent 
claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and an independent claim for an apparatus or means specially designed for 
carrying out the said process,..." 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in response to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I: Claims 85-175, drawn to a cosmetic composition. 

Group II: Claims 176-182, drawn to a cosmetic kit. 

Group III: Claim 183, drawn to a cosmetic method. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they do not share the 
same structural element(s) that define the "special technical feature" necessary to 
specify a contribution over the prior art. 
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The structural moiety, element, or step common to Groups l-lll is the 
combination of a block copolymer and a gelling agent, which is known in the art (see 
international search report and references cited therein) and therefore, cannot be said 
to be the special technical feature that makes a contribution over the prior art. All other 
structural moieties, elements, or steps differ materially from one another. Thus, these 
claims lack the corresponding special technical feature(s) necessary to link them 
together to fulfill the Unity of Invention requirement. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

In addition, applicant is further required to elect a single species for each of genus, 
as outlined below. A species must be elected for each genus irrespective of which 
Group is elected. 

(1) Linear block copolymers. Applicants must elect a single block copolymer. The 
election must specify each and every monomer in the copolymer by name or 
chemical structure with no alternative or undefined groups. The election must also 
specify the architecture of the polymer (A-B, A-B-C, A-B-A, etc.) 

(2) Gelling agents. Applicants must elect a single gelling agent. The election must 
be made with the same specificity as that required for (1), above. 

Applicants are required to provide a list of the claims that read on the elected 
species; if any claims are amended or later added, Applicants are required to 
state whether the newly added or amended claims read on the elected species. 

Because this requirement is complex, a telephonic response was not solicited. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143). A complete response will also include an election of species 
consonant with the requirement set forth herein, and a listing of claims readable on the 
elected species. Applicant is reminded that should any new claim(s) be added at a later 
time, Applicant is obliged to determine whether or not the newly added claim(s) read on 
the elected species and to make a statement to this effect at the time that the claim(s) 
are added. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
